Of  this  man  says  the  London  Couiier 
yveiepeut,  that  it  is  impossihle  fot  aijy 
one  to  have  a worse  opinion  than  we  have; 
but  a law  solelmly  passed  ; a law  passed 
Under  sucli  circumsiances  and  after  sucii 
events  ; a law  that  was  to  shut  the  door 
upon  the  past, ought  not  to  be  stained  or 
violated,  even  topunish  him, bloodstained 
and  criminal  as  he  is.

Mai-y  are  the  individuals  who  siilfcr  un- 
der afflictions,  arising  from  disease  and  casu- 
alty, without  the  aid  of  medicine  or  surgery, 
who  with  the  assistance  of  'hat  skill  and  care 
which  a public  li  .spital  would  afford— might 
become  uselul  to  themselves,  to  tlieir  families 
and  to  society  ; ami  many  there  are,  and  will 
be,  sinking  fast  to  the  grave  in  want,  pain  and 
misery,  the  evening  of  whose  lives,  could  be 
made,  comparatively  speaking,  easy  and  com- 
forlable  : whilst  lunatics,  who  stand  equally
